“THE CASE FOR THE COLLEGE 


Reporting to the Kern Community College board recently, Dr. 
_ Orlin Shires, president of Porterville college, stated the case for the 
college in so far as its position in the community is concerned. ' 

Said Shires: “In addition to providing high standards of 
educational opportunity for a total day enrollment of over. 1,100 
students this fall, Porterville college is providing financial benefits to 
the community which compare to those of a large industry. If each 
of the day students enrolled at Porterville college were to attend a 
college away from home the community would lose approximately 
$3,575,300 annually from the pockets of these students, Economic 
research has found that each college-age student in California spends 
an average $3,000 per year in the community in which he or she 


resides.” 


Porterville college, Shires pointed out, has tripled its enrollment 
over the past 10 years. “A large number of its graduates, who would 
have been unable to go to college had it not been for Porterville 
college, are now teachers in local schools, teachers who understand 
the community and its educational needs,” Shires said. 

“Many other Porterville college alumni have been trained for 
employment in the community and have taken their place as 
community citizens and responsible leaders. The training which 
these students received has provided for their economic needs by 
raising their income and their standards of living, in addition to 
helping the economic climate of the Porterville area.” 

With all of this we agree, and most certainly Porterville college is 
a great asset to the community generally and to many individuals 


specifically. 


But when Shires says that education, classified as an industry, is 
one of the most desirable and largest industries which a community 
can boast, we have to say, “‘Whoa, wait a minute.” 

Porterville college, just as does industry, has a payroll. Porterville 
college, just as does industry, feeds revenue into the community. 
Porterville college, just as industry, has capital investment. 

But, industry creates its payroll through economic processes, the 
college payroll comes from taxation. Industry feeds revenue into the 
community, but industry must create that revenue, while the college 
as such does not. Industry provides capital investment that creates 
taxes, but college capital investment does not create taxes, it spends 


taxes. 


So let’s not go overboard on Porterville college as an industry. 


Let’s class it where it legitimately belongs - 


an educational 


institution that is a most desirable asset to the community and its 


people.

NOVEMBER CROP REPORT 


Moderate to heavy rainfall 
during October slowed or 
delayed most harvesting and 
field work, according to the 
California Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service. Some damage 
resulted but total loss is 
expected to be minor. Out of 
the five field crops estimated 
this month, production of rice, 
sugarbeets, dry beans and cotton 
is expected to be larger than last 
year while a smaller grain 
sorghum crop is expected. 

SUGARBEETS 

A record 8,745,000 ton 
sugarbeet crop is forecast as of 
November 1, 7 percent more 
than the 8,168,000 tons dug in 
1971. Harvest is well along in all 
producing areas and sugar 
content is good. Very little crop 
damage to the 1972 crop has 
been reported but some fall 
planted beets for 1973 harvest in 
the Imperial Valley were lost 
due to flooding from heavy rain. 
These beets are expected to be 
replanted. 

COTTON 

California’s 1972 cotton crop 
is estimated at 1,650,400 bales, 
48 percent more than last year’s 
crop. Lint yield per acre at 906 
pounds compares with the 723 
pounds per acre in 1971. Picking 
is well along in the major 
counties and shredding, disking 
and plowing continue in 
harvested fields. 

GRAIN SORGHUM 

The forecast of production of 
sorghums for grain as of 
November | is 649,000 tons, 19 
percent less than 1971 


production of 805,000 tons. « 


Rain during the early part of the 
month temporarily halted 
harvest operations but 
combining resumed after the 
20th of the month. 


DRY BEANS 
California’s dry bean 
production is forecast at 
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2,410,000 cwt., up 13 percent 
from last year’s production. The 
forecast of clean weight 
production for leading varieties 
with last year’s production in 
parenthesis is: Large Limas 
425,000 cwt. (398,000); Baby 
Limas 346,000 cwt. (400,000); 
Small White 400,000 cwt. 
(291,000); Pink 84,000 cwt. 
(119,000); Blackeyes 710,000 
cwt. (413,000); Light Red 
Kidney 196,000 cwt. (240,000); 
Dark Red Kidney 152,000 cwt. 
(137,000); Garbanzo 60,000 
cwt. (85,000); Flat Whites 
13,000 cwt. (11,000); and 
Others 31,000 cwt. (47,000). 
Harvest is in the final stages for 
most varieties with only some 
late planted fields remaining. 


ORANGES 

A record 27.0 million box 
Navel orange crop is forecast in 
California. Production at this 
level would be 21 percent above 
last year’s 22.3 million boxes. 
Growth and development of the 
new Navel crop has been good 
and harvest is now underway in 
the southern San Joaquin valley. 

LEMONS 

The first forecast for the 
1972-73 California lemon crop is 
17.0 million boxes, 25 percent 
above last season’s crop of 13.6 
million boxes. This estimate is 
based on the results of the 
October Objective Measurement 
survey. The survey indicated a 
heavy set. Conditions have been 
favorable and this resulted in 
excellent fruit growth and 
development. 

GRAPEFRUIT 

The forecast for Desert 
Valley grapefruit remains at 3.0 
million boxes, 6 percent below 
the 1971-72 crop of 3.2 million 
boxes. Development of fruit has 
been good and large sizes are 
evident. Limited picking is 
underway with harvest expected 
to increase in November. 

TANGERINES 

The tangerine forecast 
remains at 700,000 boxes, 17 
percent above last season’; 
production of 600,000 boxes. 
The crop is showing good 
development and harvest of the 
early varieties is underway.

TURKEY SEASON _ 
OPENS SATURDAY 
FOR NINE DAYS 


SACRAMENTO — Chances 
of bagging a Thanksgiving turkey 
are considered good this year 
with the opening of the annual 
fall turkey hunt Saturday, 
November 18, in all of 10 
counties and portions of four 
others. 

According to the California 
Department of Fish and Game, 
the status of turkey populations 
is good but the birds are wary. 
Colusa, Yuba, Sutter, Lassen and 
Santa Barbara counties will be 
open for the first time for the 
fall hunt. 

Last year in the spring and 
fall hunts combined, an 
estimated 3,900 hunters took 
about 1,100 turkeys. 

Both the Rio Grande and 
Merriam’s varieties are found in 
California as a result of the 
department’s efforts to stock 
suitable areas with the largest of 
all game birds. 

The nine-day season will 
continue through Sunday, 
November 26. The limit is two 
birds of either sex per season. 
Shooting hours are one-half hour 
before sunrise to one-half hour 
after sunset. 

Hunters. are cautioned to 
obtain permission to hunt on 
private land where most birds 
will be found.

SACRAMENTO - Off-road 
vehicle organizations have been 
told that legal action will be 
taken if necessary to enforce 
new rules requiring permits for 
organized ORV events on 
public lands administered by 
the U.S. Bureau of Land 
Management in California. 

J.R. Penny, BLM California 
State director, said new 
procedures which became 
effective in September require 
that all organized off-road 
vehicle events in which more 
than 25 vehicles compete on a 
defined course obtain a special 
land use permit. Permits include 
a number of conditions to 
protect the environment. 

Penny said in the event that 
races or other events are held 
without permits or in violation 
of the conditions of the 
permits, “we will take whatever 
legal action is necessary to see 
that the regulations are 
complied with.” 

The procedures. were 
adopted in response to 
President Nixon’s executive 
order (E.O. 11644, February 8, 
1972) mandating a program of 
managing off-road vehicles on 
the public lands to protect the 
land and resources and reduce 
conflicts with other uses. 

Off-road. vehicle use is 
recognized as a legitimate use 
of the public lands, but a use 
that must be managed as are 
such. activities as timber, 
mining, grazing and 
nonvehicular recreation in order 
to prevent its becoming a 
destructive use.

PORTERVILLE —- 
Porterville’s organized 
fire-fighting crews - the Cobras, 
Black Eagles, Hot Flames and 
Scorpions - were dispatched to 
11 major forest fires this year, 
with earnings from this fire 
suppression work, totalling 
approximately $750,000.

The season started early when

Between May 1 and 
September 4 the crews travel to 
different parts of California 
wildlands to assist in combating 
forest and rangeland fires, seeing 
action in Southern California on 
the Molera, Bear and Vista fires. 
When not in the southland, the 
crews were dispatched to various 
man-caused or lightning fires on 
the Sequoia National forest, 
topped by the 1200 acre Long 
fire in June.

The crews were also called 
upon at time of extremely high 
fire danger for standby duty at 
strategic locations throughout 
the Sequoia National forest to 
strengthen thinly spread Forest 
Service firemen. 

Majority of the men on fire 
crews are Mexican-American 
agricultural workers. Many also. 
are contractors and businessmen, 
and every year finds an 
increasing number of college 
students joining the crews. 

Working through the 
headquarters of Sequoia 
National forest, the organization 
is composed of four teams: 
Cobras, Black Eagles, ‘Hot 
Flames and Scorpions.

Hearing On 
High Sierra 
Reclassification 


PORTERVILLE — The 
11,600-acre High Sierra 
Primitive area, located in 
portions of the Sequoia and 
Sierra National forests, has been 
proposed for reclassification as 
the Monarch Wilderness. 

Regional Forester for 
California’s National Forests, 
Douglas R. Leisz said, “Our 
proposal recommends that the 
name be changed to ‘Monarch 
Wilderness’ and that an 
additional 24,000 acres be added 
to make a total of 36,000 
acres.” 

The U.S. Forest Service 
proposal will be aired at a public 
hearing scheduled for Saturday, 
November 18 in Fresno, starting 
at 9:00 a.m. in the Fresno 
Fashion Fair Community hall. 

Anyone not wishing to 
appear in person may submit 
written statements to the 
Regional Forester, U.S. Forest 
Service, 630 Sansome Street, 
San Francisco, California 94111, 
for inclusion in the official 
record. Such views must be 
received no later than December 
18,1972. 

All oral and written views will 
be made a part of the hearing 
record and will be forwarded 
with recommendations of the 
Secretary of Agriculture to the 
President and to Congress. 

Leisz said that, ‘‘The 
proposed Wilderness is noted for 
its steep rugged terrain and 
unique limestone geological 
formations. Elevations range 
from 2,200 feet up to the 
11,000-foot summit of Mt. 
Harrington. Scattered pine. and 
fir trees are located in the area.” 

The proposed Monarch 
Wilderness is entirely within 
Fresno county, 70 road miles 
east of Fresno via State Highway 
180.
